The Romulus Police Department 
recently purchased new mobile data 
terminals (18 on-boardcomputers and 
two portable terminals) and has joined 
its systemtoamaincomputer (located 
in Dearborn) shared by eight other 
cities. 

There are several reasons forthis 
high-tech move, according to Opera- 
tions Lieutenant Eric Paynter. 

One of the most obvious is that 
officers willnow be able to obtain any 
information they need without hav- 
ing to use a police radio to contact a 
dispatcher over the open airwaves. 
Many criminals use police scanners 
to monitor department activity, obtain- 
ing tips about drug busts and other 
plannedraids fromthe "chatter" they 
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hearonthe radio, and therefore avoid 
arrest. 

Another advantage to these on- 
board terminals is that, in an emer- 
gency such as a train wreck involv- 
ing the spillage of hazardous chemi- 
cals, officers would be able to save 
crucial minutes by accessing infor- 
mation about safety measures more 
speedily through the computer. 

Possibly the system's most use- 
ful feature is its emergency call sig- 
nal, which summons help from head- 
quarters at the touch of a button. 

Paynter says that the computers 
are already proving their worth: even 
thoughthey have beeninuse for only 
a number of weeks, both the number 
of arrests and the number of stolen 
cars recovered has increased. 0

If one were looking fora Romulus 
businesspersonwho'sliterally "onthe 
go" every day of the week, Gary Quinn, 
43, would merit serious consideration.

"We want to be a Romulus en- 
tertainment center forthe whole fam- 
ily." As | was gathering my material, 
Quinn added, as much to himself as 
to me, "We love it here and we want 
to be here along time." 

And, Ithoughtto myself, the Quinn 
family and Par Driving Range will, 
indeed, be just that.

College Tuition Cap Proposed 


Allinformation submitted by Lewis N. 
Dodak, Speaker, Michigan House of 
Representatives 

House Speaker Lewis N. Dodak 
(D-Birch Run area) recently saidthat 
hewillpursue aconstitutional amend- 
ment to require Michigan's public uni- 
versities to hold their tuition and fee 
increases to the rate of inflation. 

"It is vital for our universitites to 
tighten their belts and keep tuition 
affordable," Dodak said. "This House 
joint resolutionwe are introducing will 
require university governing boards 
to hold the line on tuition and fees. If 
we can'tgetfullLegislative approval, 
a two-thirds vote in each chamber, 
we will pursue a petition drive to put 
the proposal on the ballot to change 
Michigan lawto holdincreases tothe 
rate of inflation. 

"A tuition cap will help the Legis- 
lature planthe higher-education bud- 
get," added Dodak. "It will also force 
these institutions to be more account- 
able fortheirbudgets, since they won't 
have unchecked tuition hikes to fall 
back on. 

"It's disconcerting for Michigan 
families to receive tuition bills in the 
fallthatreflect anincrease they weren't 
planning on,” Dodak said. "Capping 
tuition is another way House Demo- 
crats wantto save money for Michigan 
taxpayers." 

Tuition and mandatory fee hikes 
approvedthis summer, whichwillcost 
students $33.2 million, include Lake 
Superior State University witha20.4% 
increase, Central Michigan Univer- 
sity at 9.8%, Michigan State Univer- 
sity at 7.1%, University of Michigan 
at 9.7%( including anew $50-per-term 
maintenance fee), Western Michigan 
University at 9.4%, Saginaw Valley 
State University at6.8%, Wayne State 
University at6.5%, Eastern Michigan 


University at 7.9%, and Michigan 
Technological University at 14.8% 
(with a one-time, $75-per-student 
quarterly surcharge). Northern Michi- 
gan and Ferris State universities will 
vote on proposed tuition increases 
this month. 

"Governor Engler will not callon 
universities to hold the line on tuition 
hikes because he does not support 
the Michigan Education Trust (MET)," 
said Representative Pat Gaaliardi(D- 
Drummond Island). "It's unfortunate 
that he lets his politicalideology erode 
the viability of a program that many 
Michigan families have taken advan- 
tage of and that many financial ex- 
perts, including the State Auditor Gen- 
eral, have declared fiscally sound. 

“The governorknows MET is hurt 
wheninvestmentreturns cannotkeep 
upwith rising tuition costs," Gagliardi 
added. "I believe that is why he has 
not done anything to help keep tuition 
costs down.” 

Representative Morris Hood, Jr., 
Chair of the House Appropriations 
Higher Education subcommittee, said 
that college tuition rates have tripled 
since 1978, while the cost of living 
has approximately doubled in the 
same amount oftime. 

"lL urge Governor Engler to start 
clamping downonuniversitiesto keep 
their tuition rates reasonable," Hood 
said. "If he truly wants to be an 'edu- 
cation governor,' he must realize that 
keeping the costs of sending our chil- 
drentocollege affordable for all Michi- 
gan residents is atop concern. 

"We mustkeepcollege accessible 
to allstudents who wantto furthertheir 
education," Hood added. "High tuition 
rates will put more students at risk of 
completing their education because 
students andtheirfamilies simply can't 
afford to send them to school."Q

Anglers Won't Go Hungry This Week 


Editor's note: Since Captain Ron is 
currently fishing in New York, this is- 
sue's "Port Side" columncomes from 
Freel, Cain and Kirk at AAA Michi- 
gan, One Auto Club Drive, Dearborn 

For those who find happiness on 
the dry endofafishingline, thisweek 
should bring a lot of smiles, with 
salmon, walleye, steelhead, and trout 
bringing joy to anglers Statewide, AAA 
Michigan reports. 

West Michigan Chinook andcoho 
salmon, alongwithlake trout and steel- 
head, are active in Lake Michigan, 
with very good numbers being taken 
fromLeland southto Benton Harbor. 
Skamania steelhead and lake trout 
yields are reported off Petoskey and 
Charlevoix, withfairwalleye harvests 
in Lake Charlevoix. 

Waxworms, crickets, andworms 
are attracting bluegilland largemouth 
bassin Tullers Lake andLake Dubon- 
net near Interlochen. Excellent lake 
trout and perchcatches are reported 
in both arms of Grand Traverse Bay, 
alongwith Chinook at 70-foot depths. 

Spoons are the bait of choice for 
very goodnumbers of brownies, steel- 
head, and Chinook off Glen Arbor. The 
waters at Manistee are giving up fine 
numbers of Chinook, lake trout, and 
pike. Smallmouth bass are found in 
Platte Lake near Frankfort. 

Bluegill, bass, brown trout, and 
Chinook are biting inthe inlandlakes 
at Baldwin. Steelhead, in the 10- to 
12-pound range, are taking spinners 
and spawn in the Pere Marquette 
River. Good bluegill and pike action 
can be found in lakes Mitchell and 
Cadillac. 

Hot'N Tots, Rapalas, andlive baits 
are luring walleye and smallmouth 


bass in excellent numbers in the 
Kalamazoo River system. Perch ac- 
tion is strong off Grand Haven piers. 

East Michigan anglers shouldfind 
Lake Huron a bonanza for most spe- 
cies, with Chinook, lake trout, steel- 
head, catfish, and walleye biting off 
Oscoda. Walleye are striking crawler 
harnesses and Hot'N Tots in Mullett 





Lake. Thunder Bay at Alpena is su:- 
rendering salmon to squid and silver 
streaks. 

The Au Sable Riversystemisgiv- 
ing up walleye, catfish, and bass, 
along with some salmon. Charity Is- 
land at the mouth of Saginaw Bay is 
yielding walleye andperch. Laketrout, 
at 70-to90-foot depths, canbe found 
off Tawas Point. 

Walleye prefer night crawlers at 
45feetin HubbardLake. Fairharvests 
of pike, walleye, andbasscanbe found 
inLake Margrethe. Leeches andwax 
worms are attracting fine counts of 
walleye and bluegillin Houghton Lake. 
Panfish, smallmouth bass, and vall- 
eye are taking crawlers anci wax 
worms in Lake George and Peach 
Lake near West Branch. 

Pike, muskellunge, and brook and 
brown trout are waiting to be caught 
in Otsego Lake and the Black and 
Pigeon rivers near Gaylord. Higgins 
Lake looks like the place tobe forlake 
trout, perch, and rock bass. 

Thumb-areawaters at Port Austin 
and Harbor Beach look good for wall- 
eye, perch, Chinook, andsteelhead. 

Southeast Michiganwalleye and 
perch yields are fair inthe St. Clair 
Riverat Port Huronanddowninto Lake 
St. Clairandthe Detroit River. Small- 
mouth bass are being taken in very 
good numbers off Trenton. Lake Erie's 
Brest Bay is giving up some perch. 

Bluegill andcrappie actionis good 
in Wamplers and Round lakes inthe 
IrishHills. Catfish, walleye, andcrap- 
pie are active, with minnows and 
shrimp in Ford and Belleville lakes in 
west Wayne/Washtenaw counties. 

Upper Peninsula fishing actionis 
generally strong, with excellent wall- 
eye harvests inMunuscong Bay. Chi- 
nook, browntrout, and steelhead are 
biting in Lake Huron off St. Ignace. 
Perch, pike, andsalmonare active in 
waters off Les Cheneaux Islands:

Bottled or vending-machine wa- 
ter would be required to have labels 
that describe the water's source and 
treatment methods, under the legis- 
lation passed by the House. The leg- 
islation details labeling standards for 
bottled water and water vended in 
machines, anddistinguishes between 
water from natural sources and wa- 
ter treated by the bottling company. 
Bills To Reduce Underage Drinking 
The Houseis considering apack- 
age oflegislation that wouldincrease 
the penalties for underage drinkers.

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Michigan Forts Awake 
Dreams of Yesteryear 


Thanks to Freel, Cain, andKirk of AAA 
Michigan, One Auto Club Drive, Dear- 
born, for the following information 

Michigan forts stand willing to 
share their secrets with visitors who 
can dream. 

Couldthese silent sentinels talk, 
AAA Michigan suggests there would 
be tales of Indian skirmishes and fur 
traders, battles with foreign govern- 
ments, winter struggles to stay warm, 
and summer picnics on the parade 
ground. 

There are four forts in Michigan, 
each with dreams to share: Fort Wil- 
kins in Copper Harbor atthe tip of the 
Keweenaw Peninsula, Fort Michili- 
mackinac at Mackinaw City, Fort 
MackinaconMackinaclsland, andDe- 
troit's Fort Wayne onthe banks ofthe 
Detroit River. 

All have been restored to show 
what they looked like while guarding 
the frontiers of Michigan, many fea- 
turing close-order drills for visitors, 
musket firing, and authentic cos- 
tumes. A closer look at these forts 
reveals: 

Fort Wilkins State Park 

Rich mineral deposits at Copper 
Harbor prompted a push for explora- 
tion, but Chippewa Indians held title 
tothe land, temporarily thwarting cop- 
per mining. 

This issue was resolved in 1842, 
but an influx of miners and specula- 


tors, alongwith refusal by the Chippe- 
watogive up holdings on|Isle Royale, 
prompted fears of abreakdowninlaw 
and order. 

To protect the growing mining 
community from possible Indian at- 
tack, Secretary of War William Wilkins 
had the fort built at the Upper Penin- 
sula site in 1844. 

When the threat of Indian hostili- 
ties did not materialize, the troops 
were reassigned two years later for 
service in the Mexican War. 

Fort Michilimackinac 

In 1715, French soldiers and a 
group of civilian artisans and farm- 
ers settled on the south shore of the 
Straits of Mackinac and built Fort 
Michilimackinac. For nearly 50 years, 
the fort was the most important fur- 
gathering center inthe Great Lakes. 

But Montreal fellto Britishtroops 
in 1760 and, a year later, the Union 
Jack was flying over Fort Michili- 
mackinac following British victory in 
the so-called French and Indian War. 

Unhappy with treatment by the 
British, Ottawa Chief Pontiac led an 
Indian uprising on June 2, 1763, cap- 
turing the fort temporarily. When the 
American Revolution broke out in 
1776, the British abandoned the fort 
and dismantled and moved most of 
its buildings seven miles across the 
Straits to Mackinac Island. 

Fort Mackinac 
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This former Britishand American 
outpost is located on a bluff 150 feet 
above the Straits of Mackinac. 

Itwas settled by the Britishin1781, 
but the peace treaty of 1783 at the 
close of the American Revolution 
placed the new fort onthe American 
side of the northern boundary of the 
United States. 

Americantroopstook overin 1796, 
but victory was shortlived. Duringthe 


War of 1812, Britishtroopsrecaptured 
Fort Mackinac, holding it only until, 


1815, when American forces again 
returned, ending British rule for the 
last time.

Historic Fort Wayne - Detroit 


Wayne has never seen combat, but it 
has'witnessed a lot of history. It was 
a Civil War mustering post, a home 
for mechanized units during World 
War, and acenter for army vehicle 
contracts and acquisitions in World 
War tl. 

Itwas named for General Anthony 
Wayne, Revolutionary War hero and 
commander ofthe American force that 
defeated the Indians at Fallen Tim- 
bers, Ohio, in 1794. 

The sprawling complex contains 
restored buildings such as a Span- 
ish-American War guard house, built 
in 1889, complete with bunks, prison 
cells, and exercise yard; original bar- 
racks built in 1848; and a900-year- | 
old Indian burial site.

A divorce settlement placed on 
the record in court may be voided 
where it is clear that there was a mu- 
tual mistake concerning a material 
termofthesettlementwhich prevented 
an agreement of the parties entering 
into the settlement agreement. 

This situation arises most often 
where the parties simply forgetto dis- 
cuss animportant point. Forexample, 
the parties may tellthe court that they 
agree to asettlement and inform the 
courtoftheirsettlementasitpertains 
to custody, visitation, property, etc. 
However, the parties may nottell the 
court how the husband's pensionplan 
is to be divided. The court may void 
the entire settlement and force the 
parties to include the pension issue 
into the settlement, or the court may 
enforce the settlement agreement and 
decide-the pensionissue separately. 

Damages in atrespass action to 
land is, in the absence of proof that 
the landdestroyed had aunique value 
ofits own, the difference between the 
value of the land before the harm 
caused by the trespass and its value 
afterthe harmcausedby the trespass, 


rather than the cost of returning the 
property to its original condition.

New State Laws 


By James A. Kosteva, State Repre- 
sentative for the 37th District 

Since the current legislative ses- 
sion began in January, my House 
colleagues and | have been working 
onanumber of issues that affect life 
in Michigan. Along with our ongoing 
budget deliberations, we have passed 
laws inavariety of areas suchas prop- 
erty taxes, unemployment compen- 
sation, and automotive technology. 

We recently approved aproperty- 
tax freeze for 1992, when State voters 
will consider a State constitutional 
amendment that would permanently 
cap homestead assessment increas- 
estotherateofinflationorfive percent, 
whichever is less. With the assess- 
mentfreeze, Michigan property own- 
ers will save about $300 million in 
property taxes next year. Weare also 
pushing apetition drive for aproperty- 
tax break that would provide perma- 
nent, long-term relief to average 
homeowners. 

Other new State laws establish 
more appropriate penalties forunem- 
ployment-system fraud, embezzle- 
ment, conspiracy, coercion, andother 
related violations. The new laws ad- 
dress concerns in the Michigan Em- 
ployment Security Commission's 
(MESC) system, including some em- 
ployers not paying into the unemploy- 


taal Fe 
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mentinsurance system and some cli- 
ents falsifying claim. reports to col- 
lect more benefits than they are eli- 
gible to receive. The new penalties 
range fromrepaying illegally obtained 
MESC benefits to a combination of 
prison sentences and community 
service. Each client, employer, or 
MESC employee engaging in a vio- 
lation will receive the same penalty. 

Underalawwe approvedrecently, 
automobile manufacturers will be 
cleared to begin production of cars 
for a future Intelligent Vehicle High- 
way System. The law allows televi- 
sion receivers or other visual view- 
ing screens to be installed in cars 
within the driver's view. The screens 
can be used in “smart" cars as on- 
board navigational aids and comput- 
erized road maps. The proposed In- 
telligent Vehicle Highway System 
uses roadside radio transmitters that 
operate onan audio-interupt system 
to announce traffic conditions and 
advise appropriate evasive action to 
avoid delays. 

It's evident that the Legislature 
has a wide range of responsibilities 
indrafting laws that affect our State's 
financial health, worker protection, 
andeconomicinnovation. Thatisthe 
real challenge of the work we do for 
you as your representatives. O
